DEVILLED LAMB.

1 saltspoonful 
cayenne, 2 ot. butter, 1 teaspoonful salt, 
2 teaspoonfuls mized mustard. 
Method—Trim away the skin and fat 
from the meat, and score each piece with 
a sharp knife in several places. Melt the 
butter, work the mustard, salt, cayenne 
into tt to form a paste, and rub this into 
the scores. The meat should be thus 
prepared over-night, Next day place the 
meat on a gridiron, and cook over a hot, 
clean fire until well browned, Serve with 
piquant sauce and chip potatoes. 


MILANESE LAMB. 

Ingredients: 6 lamb cutlets, bread- 
crumbs, 4 lb. macaroni, 1 ot. butter, 1 
beaten egg, grated cheese, 3 os. grated 
cheese for sauce, 4 pint white sauce. 

Method—Cut the neck chops from a 
forequarter of lamb, trim them into cyt- 
lets, dry in a cloth, coat with egg and 
equal parts of grated cheese and bread- 
crumbs. 

Fry in a deep pan of smoking fat. 
Break the macaroni into four-inch strips, 
put into boiling salted water and cook 
twenty minutes. DPrain and return to 
saucepan and toss in the hutter, Make 
the white sauce and add the 8 ot. of 
grated cheese. Pour this over the maca- 
roni and miz well, Place the macaroni in 
a hot dish, arrange the cutlets round and 
serve. 


SOME HINTS 


ON PACKING. 


ACKING efficiently is an art in itself. 
There are two outstanding qualifica- 
tions necessary for successful pack- 

ing—+i.¢e., method, and a knowledge of the 
best way to handle the clothes, etc. 

Certain preparatory measures should be 
adopted before the actual packing is at- 
tempted. 

The trunk or case to be packed should be 
raised on two chairs or a low table, so that 
no fatigue is caused by unnecessary stooping. 
If the packing is to be done in a bedroom, 
the pillows should be removed from the bed, 
and a large clean sheet stretched tightly 
over, so that there is a large and broad sur- 
face upon which to fold the garments, A 
bountiful supply of tissue and other paper 
should be at hand, as well as wrappings, 
linen covers, etc. A list should be made 
of all the things to be included, grouping the 
various items according to kind and use. 
Having made such preparations as will facili- 
tate the work, and having lined the bottom of 
the trunk or case with brown paper, the 
packing should commence with the shoes. 
_ Each shoe should be wrapped separately 
in tissue paper or newspaper, and not in 
pews, and they should be packed in rows 
rom back to front. Small things such as 
shoe trees, polishing pads, ete., can be 
acked in the interstices, Books and other 
eavy items should also be packed at the 
bottom. 

Two large linen towels should be placed 
lengthways over this layer in such a man- 
ner that they just meet in the middle, while 
a large portion of each laps over the sides of 
the trunk for tucking in later on. 

The next layer should be underclothes. 
Those made of wool, crepe and silk should be 
earefully folded and rolled. The rolls should 
be packed very tightly together, and if care 
is taken the garments will thus unpack in 
perfect condition.

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WICKLOW MURDER 
TRIAL. 


JURY, FALL TO-AGREE, 


The jury failed to agree to a verdict at the 
close of the trial on Saturday last of William 
O'Neill, aged 19, on the charge of havin 
murdered Margaret Farrell, aged B4 a 
Carriglaneen, Glenmalure, Co. Wicklow, and 
the prisoner was put back. He was defended 
by Mr. M. J. Ryan (instructed by Messrs. D. 
O'Grady and Son). te 

Continuing his evidence, the prisoner said 
that, when questioned by the Superintendent 
of the Civic Guards about his possession of a 
watch which had been identified as the 
roperty of the murdered woman, he had not 
ba cautioned. He told the officer that he 
had hidden the watch, but could not brin 
him to the place, as it was too dark, but sa 
that he would bring him to the place next day 
if he got the chance. Next morning he went 
there with the police, only to find that the 
watch was not there. When he was charged 
with the murder he replied, ‘‘ You can charge 
me with whatever you like.”’ 
“ Had you anything to do with the murder 
of Margaret Farrell?” asked counsel. “ No, 
not a ha’porth in the world,” replied the 
prisoner. 
* Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, K.C.— 
Before he went to Laurence Byrne for employ- 
ment he used to sleep in outhouses. n 
December last he disposed of two loads of 
oats belonging to Mr. Byrne and kept the 
money, but that was the way in which Mr. 
Byrne paid him. 
Coming to the time of the murder, the 
wrisoner said that on the Saturday night when 
he returned home: he gave his father money 
which he had promised some weeks belore. 

HABIT OF TELLING LIES. 

Mr. Carrigan—Have you a habit of telling 
lies '—I have. 
Has that habit grown up with you’—Yes. 
Sometimes you do tell the truth!—When I 
am cautioned. 
And that explains why to every witness 
who met you between Saturday and Monday, 
the 7th of May, you told lies!—Yes., 
Did you tell ‘‘Pat’’ Heffernan that you 
had won the watch ’—Yes. 
Was that a lie'—Yes. 
Why did you tell a lie when it was pre- 
sumed that no one knew that it was the 
watch of the murdered woman’—I did not 
know at the time that she was murdered. 
Who told you first about the murder of the 
woman ?— '' Pat " Heffernan. 

On Sunday evening after the murder you 
went to Rathdrum ?— Yes. 

And you told those you met that you had 
a out at the cottage and seen the body ?— 

Was that true’~I told what I had been 


told. 


But you told what was untrue’—Yes; for 
I never saw the body of the murdered woman. 

Answering further questions, the prisoner 
said that Be had described it as a “ most 
revolting murder.” He lied to Heffernan 
about the money found in the field, He knew 
that the money was found near where the 
watch was found. 

Mr. Carrigan—You know now that the 
watch belonged to the old woman ?—I do. 

So that you on your part, and the myprderer 
on his part, hid the spoil of the old woman ?— 
I hid the watch. I know nothing about the 
money. 

PRISONER PUT BACK, 

After counsel had addressed the jury, Mr. 
Justice Sullivan proceeded to sum up at. 5.45 
p.m., calling upon the jury to allow neither 
their horror of the crime nor the youth of the 
accused to sway their judgment. 

The jury retired at 7.30, and at eight 
minutes past nine returned to court, when the 
foreman stated that they could not agree. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan asked whether there 
was any chance of their agreeing if they con- 
sidered the matter farther. 

The Foreman—I am afraid there is not, my 
lord; but we would like if you would read 
again Mr. Twomey’s evidence and his cross- 
examination. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan then read the evidence 
of Twomey. 

The jury again retired, and returned at 

.35, when the foreman announced that they 
qould not agree, 

The jury were then discharged, 
isoner was put back. .

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BRITISH MBRCHANDISE 
MARKS ACT. 


THE MARKING OF FREE STATE 
EXPORTS. 


In the Jrish Trade Journal for July, the 
attention of exporters of Saorstat products to 
Great, Britain and Northern Ireland is drawn 
again to the necessity of complying strictly 
with the requiremenis of the British SMerelien- 
dise Margs Act, 1926. 

The provisions of Section 1 of this Act 
are operative as from the 15th June, 1927, 
in so far as they relate to the prohibition of 
the sale of imported goods bearing the name 
or trade mark of any manufacturer, dealer or 
trader, or the name of any place or district 
in the United Kingdom unless the name or 
mark is accompanied by an indication of 
origin. 

Many applications by interested bodies have 
been made under Section 2 of the Act for the 
marking of an indication of origin on goods 
imported into Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. Most of these applications are not 
of special interest to Saorstat firms, but ap- 
plications in respect of the following goods 
affect Saorstat products :— 

Eggs, honey, boots, shoes and slippers 
of all descriptions, and imported meat, 
including bacon and hams. 

Exporters of goods from the Saorstat to 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland would be 
well advised to make themselves familiar with 
the requirements of this Act and of any 
Orders made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Section 2.

Rubber shares are hardening a little. Busi 
ness, however, is exceedingly small, though 
rather more confident views are expressed re- 
garding the future of the commodity market, 
owing to increased buying by American in- 
terest (writes The Observer). The fact that 
most of the reports issued recently show re- 
duced profits and announce lower dividends 
tends to keep new investors away from the 
market It is worth noting, however that 
in many cases present Quotations offer very 
substantial vields, even on the basis of the 
reduced dividends. The 2s. shares of that old- 
established and very profitable company, the 
Vallambrosa, can now be bought at 19s. 9d.

A strong stimulus was given to Dye Trust 
shares on the Berlin Bourse by reports which 
pointed to the formation of an international 
chemical trust in the near future (Says a 
Financial Times telegram). The German Dye 
Trust denies the rumour that negotiations have 
heen or are being conducted between it and 
the Royal Dutch-Shell group at Heidelberg or 
Ludwigshafen. On the other hand, it was 
admitted that negotiations between the Ger- 
man Dye Trust and the English Imperial 
Chemical Trust are so far advanced that a 
scheme for future co-operation is already 
drawn up and awaits As é editorial revision. 
Plans for the co-operation also of the French 
dve industry are believed to be well advanced, 
and, as negotiations between the German Dye 
Trust and Standard Oil group are progressing 
satisfactorily, the belief in the formation of 
a world chemical trust was believed on the 
Bourse to be justified. 


THE CORNERBROOK MILLS. 

A St. John's (N.F.) telegram states that the 
Prime Minister announced that the Newfound- 
land Power and Paper Company was paying 
the half-vear's interest due on Debentures 
guaranteed by the Newfoundland Government 
towards the construction of the Cornerbrook 
Mills, in regard to which Debenturess that 
company recently notified the Government 
that it might be unable to pay owing to the 
financial difficulties of the company. The 
company’s decision makes easier the matter 
of negotiations with the International Paper 
Company which are now proceeding with the 
Government for acquisition of the mills by 
the company. 


OIL MARKET PROSPECTS. 

At the recent Lobitos Oilfields meeting Lord 
Forres said that in the Oil market changes 
come with marked rapidity, but that no 
material improvement in prospects seemed 
likely in the early future. In 1928 things 
may be different; for the price of crude oil 
cannot continue for ever at its present level, 
which is unprofitable to most producers. 
Companies such as Lobitos, producing a light 
oil, have been particularly influenced by 
recent events. Production from the newest 
fields in the United States and from Colombia 
has been particularly rich in light oil, and in 
addition to this the spreading of the cracking 
process, by means of which a much higher 
percentage of petrol is extracted from heavy 
vils, has further added to the supply of petrol. 
These factors (says The Investor's Chronicle) 
have lowered the premium obtainable for light 
oils. Normally, Peruvian oil commands a 
considerable premium because of its high 
aban contents, and it is also notable for its 
reedom from sulphur and its superior 
lubricating qualities. A revival of this 
remium can be expected with confidence. 
nsumption of petrol and other products is 
going to expand much farther in future years, 
while it should not be forgotten that the 
bigger supplies of light crude oil have already 
had the effect of closing down a number of 
cracking plants, thus tending to right the 
position. Lobitos itself has contracted for 
the sale of a large portion of its 1927 produc- 
tion, but the pnce is on a sliding scale de- 
pendent on the quotation of Mid-Continent 
oil. This fell very materially earlier this 
year, and the sterling price ton of oil 
received hy the company is now so good 
as it was in 1926. Drilling on the Colombian 
properties should commence about August.

We may have a certain 
amount of physical courage, but if we had 
moral courage as other people have, these 
things would not happen. Plainly they left 
h::a for dead, and I suppose their intention, 
too, was that he would have no chance in 
another world. But, fortunately, that was 
not the case. The poor man retained his 
consciousness almost to the last, and he died 
a glorious death; he died a death an example 
to men. He was prepared to face his God 
and judgment, and he forgave even these 
murderers. Tt has evoked a loud 
protest through the land. I cannot 
say that it is. enough. That protest 
is not of much use unless we have the moral 
courage to put an end to these savage and 
mean things being done.

evil: it endures the worst .rather than 
retaliate the wrong done Love helps 


us to recognise that our method of 
regarding the differences that separate us from 
those who are oposed to us is not necessarily 
the right method. That is conceivable 
that we are either wholly or partly in the 
wrong. It was in forbearance, tolerance and 
sympathy that the love of our Divine Lord 
manifested itself. ‘‘When He was reviled, 
He reviled not again; when He suffered, He 
threatened not.” He made allowanges íor 
those who were His bitterest foes. Towards 
them He felt not anger, but sympathy. Let 
us hold fast to love. Though men should 
rend our heart, let them not embitter or 
harden it. We win by tenderness; we 
conquer by forgiveness. Let us all strive to 
enter into something of that large celestial 
charity, which is meek, ring, unre- 
taliating, and which even the overbearing 
world cannot witnstand for ever.

PROCESSION IN DUBLIN, 


BURIAL POSTPONED 


UNTIL TO-DAY.

Large numbers oí people marched in the 
funeral procession of Madame Markiewicz, 
T.D., from the Rotunda to Glasnevin Ceme- 
tery, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, Several 
thousands lined the route which took the 
procession through a large part of the cify. 

The faneral moved off from the Rotunda at 
about one o'clock. An advanced guard of 
Fianna Eireann boys, dressed in green 
uniforms, led the way. They were followed 
by the brass band of the Irish National 
Foresters and a detachment of the Citizen 
Army. Members of the 1916 Club came next. 
They carried a floral cross, with the inscrip- 
tion, '“ In Loving Memory of our old Com- 
rade.” Following were the Finton Lalor 
Pipers’ Band, another ‘contingent of the 
Fianna Eireann and clergy. The hearse 
bearing the coffin, came immediately after- 
wards, The tricolour was wrapped around 
the coffin, on which was placed a wreath 
from Count Markiewicz and family. Count 
Markievicz and his son, Count Stasco 
Markiewicz, were in the first mourning coach. 
Sir Josslyn and Lady Gore-Booth and Count 
Plunkett were also in coaches. 


MANY WREATHS, 


The wreaths, which were numerous, were 
carried in eight motor tenders, draped in 
crepe. Mr. de Valera, Dr. Kathleen Lynn, 
Mr, Art O'Connor, and Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly 
headed the Fianna Fail and . Republican 
Deputies, who followed the remains on foot. 
Then came the Bray Pipers’ Band, old Fianna 
Fireann Boys, St. James’s Brass Band, 
Dublin Volunteers, Eamon Ceannt Pipers’ 
Band, and another party of volunteers. A 
large number of members of the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland marched. They carried a 
red. banner, which bore an inscription in 
Russian. This emblem was said to have been 
presented to the Irish workers by the workers 
of Moscow. A big contingent of women and 
iris represented the Cumann na mBan, the 
lan na nGaedheal and the Women’s Defence 
League. Madame Gonne McBride and Mrs. 
Despard were at the head of the last-named 
body. The Sinn Fein organisation was repre- 
sented by several delegates, including Miss 
Mary McSwiney and Mr. J. J. O'Kelly. The 
Dublin Pipers’ Band also took part in the 
procession. 


BURIAL POSTPONED. 


It was almost three o'clock when the first 
part of the procession reached the cemetery. 
At this time about a hundred Free State 
soldiers with rifles had taken up positions a 
short distance from where the grave was 
opened in the Republican Plot. About a 
thousand people had adready assembled near 
the grave, and among them were several 
detectives. Just when the hearse reached the 
cemetery gate the soldiers were drawn up in 
a line about fifty yards from the graveside. 
Six boys of the Fianna Eireann marched in 
single file from the gateway down to the 
Republican Piot, and stood in formation at 
one side. These were followed by about 
twenty young men, who stood in a single file 
behind. Other young men formed a square 
around the plot while the wreaths were being 
carried in. 

After this there was an interval of about an 
hour while the crowd stood around the Plot 
waiting for the coffin to be borne to the 
graveside.

NORTHERN HOUSING. 


SUBSIDIES FOR SMALLER 
DWELLINGS. 

The Ministry of Home Affairs of Northern 
Ireland announces that the Government in- 
tends to introduce legislation in the forth- 
coming Parliamentary session to encourage 
the building *of small houses suitable for 
workers who cannot pay a high rent. 

It is proposed to enact that, after March 
31, 1928, subsidies shall not be paid in 
respect of houses with a floor area of more 
than 650 square feet, but that in respect of 
houses with a floor area of from 550 to 650 
square feet in urban districts and 500 to 650 
square feet in rural districts, the existing 
subsidv of £80 shall be increased to £100. 
The latter proposal is intended to apply to 
all houses built during the period from Ist 
August, 1927, to álst March, 1929, provided 
that they are completed within six months 
from the date of commencement. Houses 
built during the period mentioned, but not 
completed within six months from date of 
commencement, will receive a reduced sub- 
sidy of £80. No house commenced before 
the lst August, 1927, will be eligible for the 
increased subsidy. 

The existing powers of local authorities, 
whereby they may supplement. the Govern- 
ment subsidy by a grant not exceeding £40, 
or a loan free of interest, not exceeding £100, 
in addition to exemption from rates for a 
period not exceeding ten years, Will be con- 
tinued.

The 
strike on the railways and in the 
Post Office has not yet come to an end. 
Negotiations between its leaders and the 
Government are in progress, and it is 
hoped that a satisfactory settlement will 
be reached in the course of the next twenty- 
four hours. Incalceulable injury has been 
caused to Austria by this mad affair. 
The credit of the State, which has been 
rising steadily during the last few years, 
A few hours’ 
riot has undone much of the good work 
which has been accomplished by the Seipel 
Government during its term of office, and 
the Premier with his colleagues once more 
must set about the heart-breaking task of 
restoring civic and national stability. 
Apart from the immediate losses that have 
been incurred by the wanton destruction 
of the Palace of Justice and other valuable 
buildings, the consequentia] losses to the 
State are likely to be enormous. Since the 
war Austria has become a favourite resort 
for American and other tourists with 
plenty of money to spend. The tourist 
industry has helped in some degree, at 
any rate, to compensate Vienna for the 
loss of income which it suffered after the

establishment of the tiny Republic. As 


a result of Friday’s revolt, tourists are 
leaving the country as quickly as they can 
get ‘away, and the atmosphere of un- 
certainty will cause Austria to be omitted 
from most holiday itineraries this season.

interest. One is Italy and the other 
Hungary, and it is highly probable that, 
in the event of a Commiunist success in 
Austria, one or other of them would 
intervene. This course of action was fore- 
shadowed on last Friday by Dr. Eduard 
Melkus, Under-Secretary to the Austrian 
Treasury, who declared that many 
Austrians would welcome it as a relief 
from the perpetual threat of a Bolshevist 
uprising. On the other hand, a very 
strong party in Austria is in favour 
of political and economic union with 
the German Reich. In 1919 the 
Austrian Government was most anxious 
for this solution to its country’s diffi- 
culties, but the Allies refused permission. 
The present unrest in Vienna undoubtedly 
will be used as a strong argument by the 
advocates of Anschluss with Germany. 
Already certain Swiss newspapers are sug- 
gesting that Austria cannot possibly stand 
on her own feet much longer and 
are calling for her absorption. The 
independence of Austria, however difficult 
it may be to maintain, is essential to the 
preservation of peace in Central Europe. 
Neither Italy nor Hungary’ could 
countenance a German Protectorate over 
Austria much less the little Republic’s 
incorporation in the Reich. Austria must 
own salvation.

pleasing.  Mansard roois, 
plaster work, brickwork faces, old world 
themes, are varied in such fashion that 
a well-blended variety pleases the eye. 
Unhappily, however, these petty cottage 
dwellings are crowded together on the 
scale of over eleven to the acre, so that 
only the smallest gardens and narrow 
roads separate the buildings. At Donnelly’s 
Orchard new houses stand sixteen to the 
acre, and at Fairbrothers’ Fields the pro- 
portion actually rises to eighteen to the 
acre. Now the blame for this conges- 
tion largely rests upon the past. The 
Marino scheme was planned—although 
not “carried out—before modern motor 
transport had reached that pitch of 
development which makes it unnecessary 
to pack new dwellings closely together and 
close to the city. Congestion here is a 
legacy of the rule of old ideas. The 


prevention of a recurrence of such faults, 


however, cannot be assured unless ‘“ town- 
planning,” combined with control of 
design, is enforced by the State, with the 
assistance of an expert censorship. It 
may be necessary for Dublin to copy 
Canberra and to obtain the advice of the 
best foreign experts, selected by competi- 
tion, for the laying down of future lines 
of civic expansion. The appointment 
forthwith, however, of an 
Council—as recommended in the report of 
the ‘Greater Dublin Commission—would 
check at least the abuses of an unneces- 
sary congestion.

Safety at Sea. 


It was announced in New York yéster- 
day that the United States Shipping 
Board was considering the establishment 
of an auxiliary aeroplane service for the 
landing of passengers and mails from 
liners. It is proposed to try the plan 
first on the Leviathan. Aircraft will be 
launched into the air when the ship is 
nearing land, and passengers thus wil] be 
enabled to escape the hours lost by slow 
manceuvring into harbour and the tedious 
processes of the quayside. A yet more 
important development in ocean travel is 
described in the Merchant Shipping 
(Wireless Telegraphy) Rules, which have 
been issued by the Board of Trade. This 
is an alarm device for automatic response 
to a special signal sent out by vessels in 
distress. Experiments have been carried 
out by the Admiralty on behalf of the 
Board of Trade and the General Post 
Office with the object of discovering the 
possibilities of an instrument which would 
respond to a special signal used as the 
forerunner of the ‘S8.0.8.’’ call, thus 
rendering it unnecessary for ships to main- 
tain continuous human watch. Apparatus 
devised by the Marconi Company proved 
capable of satisfying every detail of the 
requirements laid down in the terms of 
reference. The General Post Office 
announces, therefore, that the Marconi 
“Auto Alarm’’ has been approved for 
instalment in ships. Vessels thus equipped, 
once in distress, will send out the new 
signal before the ‘S.0.8.,’’ and all vessels 
within ‘‘wereless’’ range, similarly 
equipped, will receive the alarm whether 
they have operators listening for signals 
or not. Ultimately, no doubt, the system 


| will be extended to all ocean-going craft, 


Science thus rapidly is reducing the perils 
of the sea to the narrowest limits, so that 
soon the great waters will be all but as 
safe as dry land. Thirty years ago simple 
transmission of ‘‘ wireless ' messages was 
a prodigy; but soon ‘‘wireless’’ became 
part and parcel of the navigator’s equip- 
ment. The ‘‘wireless’’ direction finder 
followed, reducing the difficulties an 
dangers suffered in fogs at sea. Now the 
‘auto alarm” ensures the rapid arrival 
of aid in time of distress. 


Iraq. 

A movement has been set afoot by King 
Feisal in Bagdad for the application by 
Iraq for membership of the League of 
Nations. The question of the international 
status of the young Arab State thus comes 
up for decision. A special correspondent of 
the Observer reports that the British Ad- 
ministration in Mesopotamia does not 
accord fully with the King upon the issue, 
and Sir Henry Dobbs, High Commissioner 
for Iraq, now is in London, engaged in 
discussions with the Colonial Secretary 
regarding the future relations between 
Britain and her protégé. It is understood 
that Major-General Daly, whom the War 
Office appointed to supervise the Iraq 
army, drew up a scheme for reorganisa- 
tion based on conscription—a proposal to 
which the Arab Cabinet agreed. Another 
proposal, however, is that British troops 
should remain in Iraq, partly subsidise: 
by the Arab State for its protection. A 
division of native opinion perplexes the 
position ; for Britain cannot afford to hand 
over the defence of Iraq to a Cabinet 
uncertain of popular support. Meanwhile 
the advanced Nationalists of Iraq base 
their claims on the Protocol of April, 
1923, which provides for the termination 
of Treaty relations upon Iraq entering the 
League, and in any case not later than 
four years from the ratification, in 1923, 
of peace with Turkey, and on the pro- 
vision in the Treaty of 1926 for periodical 
consideration of the question with a view 
to securing that admission to the League 
which Iraq regards as the recognition of 
its nationhood. .

PLANNING IN DUBLIN 


AND RATHMINES. 


TO TILE KPITOR OF TILE IRISII TIMES 

Sir,—The letter which appeared in a recent 
issue of yours from the City Architect of 
Dublin with reference to town planning in 
Rathmines was, doubtless, written with a 
quite friendly intention. May I comment 
upon it in the same spirit? 

First, as to Mr. O’Rourke’s claim that his 
Commissioners have used their powers to 
waive regulations under the Public Health 
Acts, as against ‘‘ esthetic’’ concessions 
from builders, does this rot really mean that 
unusual methods have been emploved to com- 
pel architects and owners to submit to the 
Commissioners’ conceptions of ‘‘ wsthetic 
beauty’ and public convenience? Does Mr. 
O'Rourke invite Rathmines and other Urban 
Councils to follow the Commissioners’ example 
to obtain similar results 

But, perhaps, I misunderstand the 
Architect. If so, will he give us some 
further guidance by naming instances and 
examples of improvements effected by the 
means outlined in his letter? The members 
and officials of Rathmines Council will be 
only too glad to avail themselves of such 
precept and example in town planning Matters 
as may be legal and honourable. . 

Second, Mr. O'Rourke says that ‘ hardly 
anything which may happen on Rathmines 
road in the future can make matters worse 
than they are.” This is a wild and sweeping 
statement which, as Chairman of Rathmines 
Council, I cannot allow to pass unchallenged. 
Everything is comparative. Does the City 
Architect think that Rathmines road lacks 
the ‘‘wsthetic beauty,” or the traffic facilities, 
of its main city approach through Aungier 
street and Wexford street? Like these 
thoroughfares, Rathmines road represents the 
development of days when town-planning 
science and modern traffic requirements were 
undreamt of. All that any existing local 
authority—even City Commissioners—can do 
is to use its legal powers, and its available 
financial resources, to bring about a gradual 
improvement in architectural design and 
traffic facilities. These powers are, I submit, 
a used as energetically and as effectively 
by Rathmines Council as by the City Com- 
missioners, or by any other legal authority. 
Friendly negotiations with property owners, 
many of whom have met the Council's desires 
with great civic spirit and liberality, have 
enabled the Council to initiate street widening 
and other improvements at a cost which 
must be nominal compared with many similar 
schemes being carried out by the City Hall 
authorities. 

A recent inspection of the gigantic Marino 
housing scheme and of the adjoining new 100

| feet - roadway which the Commissioners are 


building from Clontarf to Glasnevin—at a 
cost of over £20,000 per mile—filled me with 
envy and dismay. Envy of the Commis- 
sioners’ resources, and dismay that such ex- 
penditure upon ‘‘ virgin soil’’ should be so 
devoid of either ‘‘ esthetic beauty ” or of 
traffic convenience. If the Rathmines or any 
other local authority had produced such une- 
economic and unattractive patchwork, Mr. 
O'Rourke would certainly be entitled to claim 
that “hardly anything in the future could 
make matters worse than they are.”’ 

I am satisfied to accept the judgment of 
any impartial person who will compare the 
housing scheme carried out a few years ago 
at Kimmage with Mr. O’Rourke’s scheme at 
Marino, and the relative costs and advantages 
of the new Clontarf-Glasnevin road with the 
widening schemes now in progress in Rath- 
mines. 

If, as I have no doubt whatever. such judg- 
ment is in favour of Rathmines Council, are 
there not grave lessons to be learned so far as 
“town-planning” is concerned? The Commis- 
sioners and their advisers were free to plan 
and build the Marino scheme and its ap- 
proaches upon open fields, free of restriction 
from existing buildings or of limitation of 
area. One can only hope that the Minister 
for Local Government and members of the 
“ireachtas will hesitate a long time before 
they extend “' town-planning ' powers if they 
are to be similarly employed, 

Even with our present very limited powers, 
and legal obligations, I claim: that Mr. 
O’Rourke and his colleagues may yet have 
something to learn from Rathmines.—Yours,

Strn,—Your able leader on behalf of the 
birds will be read with satisfaction by all 
nature-lovers. The bill in question is a 
small one, dealing, in the first place, with 
the great need of making it illegal to keep 
birds in too small cages, which destroy the 
tips of their wings, as they cannot stretch 
them out full length without damage. This 
is a smal! mercy to ask for. 

The other provision deals with a wider 
subject, one of much greater import to the 
nation—namely, the use of bird-lime for 
capturing them, various other traps, and 
decoy birds, which suffer severely from the 
braces which are used. Blind and maimed 
decoys are often used. The most serious part 
of the question—-apart from the destruction 
of hundreds of birds which are trapped, but 
not wanted by the trappers—arises from the 
fact that, as this bill has been ed in 
Great Britain and in Northern Ireland, the 
trappers are, and will be, now flocking in 
great numbers to the Free State, which is 
in t danger of being denuded of its most 
useful weed-eating and insect-eating birds. 

real enemie. of the farmer are the 
hordes of\nsects which, freed from the check 
kept on them hitherto by the birds, threaten 
to decimate our food supplies. In one county 
alone, within two years, the farmers lost 

6, worth of animals, chiefly sheep, 
owing to the depredations of the fluke, which

= the oo of the gh its eggs. 
t is absolutely necessary, for the preserva- 
tion of the food of the country, to protect 
all these smaller birds from the dep ions

BOOKS OUR FATHERS 
BOUGHT. 
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POEMS AND NOVELS OF 
THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


N this Sitwellian time a review of the 

literary production of thirty years ago 
carries a breath of strangeness. Someone, 
indeed, has thought it worth while lately 
to publish a book in which the “ ‘nine- 
ties’’ are studied as an intellectual 
period. Here, with less ambition, I in- 
vite a glance at the output of a single 
year, borrowing, for the purpose, the eyes 
of the editor of ‘‘The Literary Year 
Book ’’ for 1897. 

The editor was Mr. Ernest Rhys, then 
already established in reputation as a 
literary critic, and since more widely 
known by the sign of ‘“‘Everyman.’’ His 
introductory essay in the “ Year Book ”’ 
noted what he deemed of significance 
among the publications of 1896. How 
shall I fix this year for readers to-day? 
Its “event” was the death of William 
Morris, but Morris’s life had overlapped 
so many movements in literature and art 
that its end implies nothing to us in 
respect of period-fixing. We are nearer to 
a definite point if we recall that Robert 
Louis Stevenson had died in far Samoa 
in the previous year, and his unclouded 
“ Weir of Hermiston ’’ was issued in 1896. 
Another pointer is the reference to ‘‘ Mr 
George Moore’s brilliant, and very modern 
writing in his ‘Modern Painting.’.”’ 

That reference is of Irish interest, but 
more particularly so is the. following

THE SHROPSHIRE LAD. 

The year, on the whole, is awarded to the 
novelists, but first the poets are reviewed. 
It was the year of publication of Mr. Hous- 
man’s ‘‘ Shropshire Fad,” which was not to 
be succeeded by a further volume from the 
same hand till twenty-five years later. Fiona 
Macleod then, and for long after (till the 
secret came out at Mr. William Sharp's 
decease), was accepted as “ Miss Fiona 
Macleod.”’ 


Irish scholars 
Bury, 


‘‘From the Hills of Dream ” was 
““her ” offering in that year. Mentioned with 
these—the three of them held up as the most 
significant work of younger poets—was 
“Christ in Hades.”’ This poem of Mr. 
Stephen Phillips, wrote Mr. Rhys, “has 
‘tremembered the purple raiment and the 
gs measure of the great masters in its 
hest passages; and he gives us noble echoes 
ayd beautiful lines.” For some years after 
that Phillips engaged the hopes of those who 
thought that Tennyson naturally should have 
& successor in poetic eminence, but his power 
never grew. Of his contemporaries of level 
rank then, 
favour John Devidson, whose “ New Ballads “' 
came within the scope of the same review. 
Another balladist was Sir Arthur Quiller- 
Couch, who was “to everybody then. 
His “Poems and Ballads’ volume is men- 
tioned along with Stevenson’s “ Songs . of 
Travel," in that year issued in book form. A 
aragraph links Swinburne (“ Tale of 
saleh "| with Alfred -Austin (‘‘ England’s 
Darling’’), and Sir Lewis Morris with 
William Watson, whose “ Purple East’’ was 
said to be “ strung with so many fotrteen- 
stopped bugles, tuned for a réveille that ought 
surely to have wakened Europe.”’ 

Mr. W. B. Yeats (concerning whom a 
special biographical and critical notice is 
given, with portrait, in the 1897 “Year 
Book '') was silent in 1896, but had announced 
for publication ‘‘ The Secret Rose " and ‘‘ The 
Wind Among the Reeds.” 

THE SEVEN SEAS. 

General knowledge of Mr. Kipling’s 
— is presumed; for Mr. Rhys wrote of 
that year’s volume: “ “The Seven Seas’ is 
Mr. Kipling at his best and at his worst; a 
book to hurry the pulses, and, where its 
poetry gives out, as it does sometimes, its 
sheer ‘go’ saves it. In every tune, every bit 
of slang even, the spirit of life surges, and 
affects one like drum and fife.’’ E 

Come now to the novelists. First place— 
in mention, not necessarily in merit—is given 
to Mrs. Flora Annie Steel’s “On the Face 
of the Waters.” The ‘‘ heroic note ” of that 
tale of India is welcomed. Mr Stanley Wey- 
man and Dr. Conan Doyle are cited as tale- 
writers who “ set the pace for us very fast.” 
The latter had published “ Rodney Stone” 
in the course of the year, and the story was 
said to have pleased Mr. Swinburne’ more 
than any other recent tale-writing of the 
kind. Mr. Weyman’s book that year was 
‘The Red Cockade.” 

Scottish novels, in recognised schools, were 
in the ascendant. The year counted Crockett's 
‘ Grey Man,’ Lang’s “' Monk of Fife,” Ian 
Maclaren’s ‘‘ Kate Carnegia and Those Mini- 
sters,' Neil Munro’s Lost Pibroch,”’ and 
(most worthy of Barrie’s 
'" Sentimental Tommy.” 
Barrie book that year—his ‘ Margaret 
Ogilvy,” “a book so rare, and wise and 
kind, that it makes formal biography look 
foolish.”’ i 

Walter Pater was dead, but his “ Gaston 
de Latour ' was a publication of 1896. Mr. 
Rhys assesses Pater's prose as ‘‘one of the 
three great influences on ‘prose style in our 
time, of which another, a better, perhaps, for 
contemporary purposes, was Stevenson's, an 
a third Mr. Meredith’s.’’ 

Meredith published nothing that year, but 
was ‘‘ marshalling his masterpieces in a com- 
plete edition, thirty-two envolumed, finely 
equipped by his new publishers.’’ There was 
nothing, either, from Mr. Hardy, but his 
‘Pursuit of the Well-Beloved ' is promised, 
after all delays, early in 1897.’’ Minor, but 
well-established, novelists mentioned after 
those were Sir Walter Besant, with his usual 
two volumes in the year; Mrs. Oliphant, 
William Black, Clark Russell, James Payn, 
H. S. Merriman, George Gissing, and Miss 
Braddon, Mrs. Humphry Ward “was repre- 
sented by “ Sir George Tressady,’’ and Mr. 
Henry James by ' Embarrassments’’ and 
“ Other House.” Marie Corelli was at the 
height of her celebrity, an easy ‘‘ best seller ”’ 
before that term became current. 

IRISH WRITERS. 

A group is made of three Irish writers: 
“Miss Jane Barlow has lately given us 
‘Strangers at Lisconnel,’ a sorrowful book, 
written with art and pity; Mr. Shan Bullock 
has sustained well the Ulster reputation be- 
gun with his ‘ Awkward Squads ; and Miss 
Hamilton has given us another Ulster in her 
story in Heimemann’s ‘Pioneer Series,’ 
‘ Across an Ulster Bog.” In another para- 
graph there is praiso for Mr. Standish 
O’Grady’s latest romance, '' In the Wake of 
King James.”’ 

Mr. H. G. Wells had made his name a 
few years before with ' The Wonderful 
Visit.” His ‘* Wheels of Chance,”’ published 
in the year under review, did not please Mr.

markable changes in its body. The ques- 
tion of funds alone will be an important 
one. and several members are wondering 
whether they will get the cpportunit, 
trying to get -back to the House 
Commons when the next trial of strencth 
takes place. 


The Finance Bill. 


A somewhat peculiar position has arisen 
with regard to the Finance Bill. Quite a 
number of Conservatives object to the wide 
powers to be conferred on the Income Tax 
authorities, and in framing amendment 
to meet their views the Chancellor of th: 
Exchequer conferred with three of. the 
original critics, who expressed themselves 
as satisfied with the new proposals. It is 
now claimed that the three members con 
sulted were acting in an _  individua 
capacity, and had no authority to act f 
the committee which was set up to 
sider amendments: to the pronosals. Th: 
position is to be considered by the meetin; 
ef the committee which has been called 
for to-morrow’ afternoon. 


A New Proposal. 


Mr. Macquisten has recently placed a 
proposal pn the order paper of the Hou 
of Commons to the effect that the Cabinet 
shall be. reduced to five members, consist 
ing of the Prime Minister, the Home 
Seeretary, the Chancellor of the Fx 
chequer, and the Foreign Secretary, w:t 
a Minister of Defence, and that t 
Cabinet secretariat shall be abolished. To 
this rather sweeping suggestion Viscount 
Sandman proposes as an amendment that 
the Cabinet shall consist of the Prime 
Minister, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
and three non-departmental Ministers.

The machine to be used by Captain

smaller one below it. So small is the 
lower wing compared with the top that 
it resembles a fin more than a wing, and 
it is attached te the hull of the boat. The 
big wing is built up on struts. and in the 
centre is a cradle on which the engine is 
placed.

VIENNA, Saturday (Midnight). 

With 5,000 infantry, in steel helmets 
end full war « uipment, patrolling the 
streets, 5,000 police on soot 300 mounted 
and 2,000 Volunteer Republican Guards, 
Vienna to-day quelled the Communist 
effort to turn the Labour demonstration 
against the Department of Justice into a 
Soviet Government. 
Street fighting was stopped by rain last 
night, but the police kept firing on 
suspicious groups until 11 o'clock this 
morning. 
There are 70 dead and 500 wounded, 
according to the city ambulance service, 
which, however, has not collected all the 
casualties. There are five dead amongst 
the police, and 82 wounded. 
Five fierce rifle battles occurred during 
the night, and two this morning. The 
hospitals are filled, and many of the 
wounded are receiving aid at the public 
buildings, where they were taken yester- 
day. 

At noon 
to-dav it was announced that martial law 
would be declared if any further outbreak 
occurred. At present a state of siege, 
which is a mild form of martial law, and 
provides for co-operation of the National 
Army with the police, remains in effect.

GENERAL STRIKE OVER:

VIENNA, Sunday. 
When the Viennese awoke in glorious 
weather to-day they found to their delight 
that the general strike was over and that 
the city was resuming its normal aspect. 
Trams. "buses and taxis were running 
again, and restaurants and cafés were 
open, although not selling intoxicants. 
On the other hand, the railway, tele- 
graph and telephone services have not yet 
resumed, but negotiations to that end are 
proceeding between the Socialist and 
trade union leaders and the Government, 
and these are regarded as likely to lead 
to a satisfactory conclusion. 


VISITING THE RUINS. 


Thousands of Viennese and numerous 
foreign tourists spent the morning in 
visiting the scenes of Friday’s fighting and 


destruction. The Palace of Justice, in 
particular, was surrounded by huge 
crowds. The ruins of this one-time 


splendid building presented, both from 
within and without, a deplorable spectacle 
of desolation. Virtually only its founda- 
tions remain. 

The window frames are all burned, and 
only the bare ironwork of the right cupola 
rears its head into the blue summer sky. 
The doors have been burned, and all 
the artistic ironwork of the renaissance 
style is twisted and destroyed, while inside 
the building are nothing but blackened 
and broken walls and heaps of plaster 
and rubble. Not a single article of 
furniture remains—only piles of rubbish 
in corners—while remnants of the valu- 
able judicial records are strewn all over 
the place. ; 

The devastated Palace of Justice is being 
guarded by armed policemen, as also are 
the Town Hall, the Houses of Parliament, 
the Foreign Office and other public build- 


ings. 
TAKING THE OATH. 


A special defence force of armed Re- 
publicans was formed this morning, and 
took the oath of allegiance before the 
Burgomaster, Dr. Seitz.

MAN WHO FIRED FIRST 
SHOT ARRESTED. 


From ‘‘ Tae Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 


BRATISLAVA, Sunday.

There seems to be 
no doubt that there was in fact a 
Communist plot, and that the Soviet Lega- 
tion was implicated. 

This discovery has to a certain extent 
made it easier to appease the strained 
relations between the Government on the 
one side and the Socialist Opposition and 
the Socialist Administration of Vienna on 
the other. 

The Socialist Party has been placed in 
a very difficult position by the rioting. It 
looked at first as if Friday’s demonstra- 
tion would be one in a long series which 
have been organised by the Socialist 
Party, and in. which the Republican 
Defence Guard of the Socialist Party 
showed repeatedly that it is well able to 
handle the masses and to keep irrespon- 
sible elements in check. 

It came as a complete surprise to the 
leaders of the Socialist Party that on this 
occasion Communists were at work.

TWO MEN DETAINED 
GUARD. 

The wounded men drove on to Quin, 

where the outrage was reported to the 
Civic Guard. Canon Slattery officiated at 
Mass, and, in the course of a short 
sermon, announced to his horror-stricken 
parishioners the outrage of which he had 
been a witness, and almost a victim. 
Chief Superintendent O’ Duffy, Superin- 
tendent J. J. Kelleher, and a large body 
of the Guards and detectives were quickly 
on the scene of the affair. They are said 
to have found important clues. 

In the course of the afternoon three 
men were detained, but one of them was 
subsequently discharged. 

The injured men are under treatment 
in the county hospital, where the pellets 
were removed from them by Dr. P. 
Moylan, and they are not considered to 
be in any danger. They have previously 
been the victims of outrages. Shots have 
been fired into their house. On another 
farm in this yicinity two bullocks were 
recently shot dead by rifle fire, while 
volleys are reported to have been dis- 
charged for the purposes of intimidation 
on various occasjons. 

To-day’s outrage has caused a great 
sensation, mainly because of the fact that 
the presence of Canon Slattery did not 
save the Lawlers from a murderous attack.

THE OLYMPIC GAMES. 


CURIOUS SITUATION IN 


FRANCE, 


PARIS, Sunday. 
The French Olympic Committee and 
sporting circles in general are much per- 
turbed over an incident which occurred 
during the night sitting of the Senate just 
before Parliament rose for the summer 
vacation. 
On the agenda for consideration by the 
Senate stood the credit of two million 
francs, already voted by the Chamber, for 
French preparation for, and participation 
in, the Olympic Games. 
The reporter of the bill, whose con- 
clusions were entirely favourable to the 
granting of the credit, demanded its imme- 
diate discussion. A senator, however, M.' 
Joseph Faure, of the Correze Department, 
announced that he intended to oppose the 
vote of the bill. 
This intervention was sufficient for the 
discussion of the bill, in accordance with 
parliamentary procedure, to be postponed, 
with the result that it cannot now possibly 
come up for discussion before October. 
In view of this situation a representa- 
tive of the Auto went to see M. Faure in 
his country home. M. Faure confirmed 
that he was opposed to the vote of the 
credit, and explained that his opposition 
was a protest against the insufficient sub- 
sidies accorded to agricultural fairs, 
which, in his opinion, were far more im- 
portant than the Olympic Games. 
Meanwhile both the country fairs and 
the athletes are without subsidies. 
The President of the National Sports 
Committee has already had an interview 
with M. Poincaré’s Chef de Cabinet, ex- 
plaining to what extent the whole 
Olympic preparation was threatened, and 
it is possible that the Government may 
take it upon itself to grant the credit 
during the vacation without waiting for 
the sanction of Parliament. Otherwise it 
may be necessary for France to withdraw 
her candidature from the Olympic Games.

Finally, they appeal for support in 
further action ‘‘ to replace, by a reliable 
body, that which has been justly styled 


‘the weakest Second Chamber in the 
world.’ ”’ 
THE MANIFESTO.

CONSERVATIVE PEERS 
EXPLAIN. 

The text of the manifesto is as 

follows :— 


The course of events in and out of 
Parliament since Lord FitzAlan’s motion 
makes it desirable for us to put before 
the public the views of those who initiated 
the recent debate in the House of Lords. 
The object was that the peers should 
prepare the way for reform by showing 
their readiness, in the interests of the 
country, to accept a limitation of their 
hereditary rights. We held this step to 
be an essential preliminary to any change 
in the constitution of the House of Lords. 
Of course, the House of Commons could 
exercise its powers under the Parliament 
Act to abolish the present House of Lords, 
and its action might be technically consti- 
tutional. Nevertheless, the action would, 
in effect, be revolutionary, and no British 
party has yet publicly accepted revolution 
as a normal method of procedure. 

In proposing this disinterested act of 
self-sacrifice we were sustained by 212 
peers, a majority of nearly four to one of 
those voting. 

The Government met our proposals with 
a scheme which, it is now explained, 
was only a sketch of possible reform. It 
is unfortunate that an impression was 
created which attributed to them views at 
variance with our objects. Both in the 
House of Commons and in the Press the 
scheme was interpreted to mean that a 
great majority of the new House would 
be hereditary peers; that the twenty-six 
bishops would all be retained; that the 
nominated peers might all be appointed 
by the present Government in such 
political proportions as they thought 
proper, and that the new House would, 
somehow, be irrevocably fortified against 
alteration, whatever the expression of the 
popular will might be. 


A DIFFERENT INTENTION. 


Our intention was wholly different. We 
were willing to agree that, of the new 
House, the hereditary peers should not 
exceed one-half, and that additional 
“Lords of Parliamnt’’ should be 
appointed for fixed periods from outside, 
whether by nomination or indirect elec- 
tion, so as to represent. in the Upper 
House the state of parties in the country 
at the time of their appointment, a proce- 
dure which, in itself, would produce a 
great change in the present balance of 
parties. Beyond this, we desired that 
seats for, say, thirty “Lords of Parlia- 
ment’’ should be at the disposal of an 
incoming Prime Minister for the purpose 
of filling Ministerial posts and of sup- 
porting measures in the House of Lords, 
so that the decision of the country might 
be reflected immediately in the Second 
Chamber. 

Whatever be the constitution of the new 
Second Chamber, we recognise that neither 
as to its composition nor its legislative 
action can it resist the considered deci- 
sion of the people. To assert the con- 
trary is to raise a mere bugbear. We 
desire that it should be made plain that, 
in respect of any class of bill exempted 
from the ordinary operation of the Parlia- 
ment Act, the decision of the majority of 
the electors should prevail, whether ex- 
pressed on a spcial referendum or at a 
general election coming after a disagree- 
ment between the two Houses. 


MISUNDERSTANDING. 


The debate in the House of Commons 
and the comments of the Press have been 
much swayed by misunderstanding ‘of our 
position, and also of the proposals of the 
Government. Critics have thought it 
quite sufficient to condemn or ridicule the 
scheme suggested by the Government 
without grappling with the anomalies and 
dangers of the present situatio-. Their 
conclusions indicate that, in their opinion, 
so long as the House of Lords consents to 
efface itself, it may be permitted, by 
dragging on an inglorious existence, to 
obliterate the traditions of the past. We 
regret that we cannot accept this réle. 
It is noteworthy that after the recent 
debate in the House of Lords the Council 
of the National Union, the most represen- 
tative of Conservative bodies, rejected 
the advice of the dissentient Conservative 
M.P.'s by a large majority. 

We invite all Conservatives who do not 
wish to hand over Second Chamber reform 
to Socialist hands to lose no time in 
letting their members and the Cabinet 
know their views. 

After the declarations of the peers 
themselves and the recognition by the 
Government of the risks and absurdities 
involved in the present position, we 
appeal confidently for support in further
